In caufutriiity with unr annual ctiitom, 
we have now tu p rear nl a pupnhtr lum- 
inary uf the legUlaiion of the put aemon 
of our culi.iinsi Legblalart. 

The lint acaiion of the pirntnl Council 
occupied eighty -lia liuiog tlayi, coro- 
menting lit August, ut,.i ending Sblh 
December, 18*3. The i. umber of public 
acta pieaed wa* twenty-four, twenty -two 
of whieh were arar.nted to, th* cube, two 
buag reaerred for Unt Uuhtt'i ip- 

ptOrij, 

The necond at att on corspriaed ninety - 
fire tilting day a, exteoding from the 5th 
to the Sth of Much, and then from the 
20th May lo the 30th December, 1844. 
By a singular coincidence, the nnmlier of 
Acta pasted trai precisely the tame at ill 
the Car rat jemon, Iwcnly-four, of which 
twenty one were aaaeoted to, and three 
reaerred for the royal approval. 

The third session nQmberrd only tiity- 
one litting diyi, from 2Ulli July to 13th 
November, l£H5. Bui though it wu 
ihtwter lhatt that of 1843 by twenty -live 
day t, and than that of 1844 by tinny -font 
rUyt, it ippean id have been more indui- 
UiQUt thatt either of them, iinc« the num- 
ber of public Acta pitted wan iAtrty, of 
which twenty-eight were aaaauted to, and 
two reaerred. Of tht*t Act* we iufcjt.il.

No. 1 . For adopting an Act of Parliament 
nlbling to tbe Coin, rxintolidaling md

individual is of sound mind, it shall be 
thereupon lawful fur tbe Judge, and be ia 
required, to direct inch confined person to 
be immediately dtachargrd.
